Sydney Football Stadium on August 15. Yesterday the Socceroos finally found form 
when they blitzed arch rivals New Zealand with a 3-0 trouncing - despite taking the 
field with a reshuffled line-up due to injury and loss of form.

Veart came in for a mixed media bag last week after 
coming on for the injured Frank Farina in the first game against New Zealand. He missed a 
bundle of chances but played well enough to justify a starting place in yesterday’s game. But 
maybe the telling point for Veart was his miss-hit in Auckland which was rammed home by 
Graham Arnold to give Australia a vital one goal lead. 

But yesterday it was a different story with Veart setting Australia on the path to glory 
with less than one minute played. 

Veart’s goal came from a twenty metre shot which gave Sydney Olympic ex pat Kiwi Clint 
Gosling no chance. New captain Graham Arnold set the strike up for Veart with a perfect 
pass. 

It was also a momentous day for Graham Arnold who gladly rid himself of a record of 
sorts. Arnold held a place in the soccer file as the only Australian captain to NEVER lead his 
country out onto the field. Days after originally receiving the highest honour in Australian 
soccer Arnold jetted out to Holland to start a new professional career with Roda. 

But on Sunday Arnold set the record books straight - and at the same time gave Paul 
Wade a mountain to climb if he is to write his own name in the record books as Australia’s 
most capped player of all time.

Despite the absence of 
Frank Farina and skipper 
Paul Wade — a late 
withdrawal following a 
bout of the flu — the 
Aussies, led by overseas 
based stars Robbie Slater, 
Vidmar and Graham 
Arnold, gave the 
undistinguished Kiwis a 
footballing lesson.

Soccer has been kind to 
Slater and even now he 
has trouble 
comprehending the size of 
his monthly pay cheques.

“Mad dogs, that’s 
what they used to call us, 
our players were battering 
rams, they were kicking 
and aggressive. But not 
any more,” he said. 

With an influx of 
players with European 
experience to call on for 
his World Cup campaign,

Thomson now has a side 
which can play it out from 
the back and can cope 
under pressure. 

We are more competent 
now, we play with 
technique and know where

For most football players in Australia 
their ambition is to try their luck overseas 
and sign professional contracts - some stay 
but many come back and try to resurrect 
their careers in Australia. 

‘One such player is Warringah Dolphins’ 
goalkeeper Sean Lahiff, who has not 
discounted another venture abroad. 

His first stop though will, hopefully, be a 
return to the National League next season. 


WARRINGAH Dolphins goalkeeper Sean 
Lahiff, still only 24-years-old, spent three years 
overseas but like many players (Brad Maloney, 
Mark Bosnich and Matthew Bingley) no work 
permit meant he had to retum to Australia to 
continue his career. 

Like many Australian players, Lahiff has 
struggled to re-establish himself in Australia after 
leaving the country asa 19-year-old in 1988, 

“When I came back to Australia I had to start 
again,” said Lahiff, adding: “Nobody had heard of 
me.” 

It was Bruce Stowell who signed Lahiff for 
Newcastle Breakers, He made the first team for 
the first five games in the 1991/92 National 
League campaign, but a broken finger put an end 
to his stint with the club. 

“Bruce signed Mike Gibson and with John 
Russell at the club I was suddenly surplus to. 
requirement,” said Lahiff, who signed an 18 
month contract at Warringah at the beginning of 
the season. 

“T was out for two months with my injury but 
to this day I always felt 1 was the scapegoat 
because Newcastle were struggling in the 
National League.” 

Stowell made Lahiff one of his first signatures 
but the relationship was soon terminated. 

“We couldn’t afford three keepers so I put 
Sean on the transfer list,” said Stowell. 

“Sean is a fine keeper who is very agile, but 
his lack of height puts a question mark on his 
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strong tackle and a natural 
talent to read the game. 

“T had five great seasons 
with Olympic, playing with

“The area has seen the likes of Bobby Catlin 
and Brett Hughes emerge from the area so I was 
always pretty confident I was in the right place 
with the right people,” said Lahiff. 

‘The well travelled keeper then signed for Apia 
(now Leichhardt Tigers) and then Sydney City 
before going overseas for three years, 

“J never established myself at either clubs - T 
just wanted to go overseas and play full-time.” 

Lahiff joined Reading where he played 40 
games for their second team in the Combination 


League. 

“We played Tottenham Hotspurs when they 
fielded a side estimated to be worth $17 million - 
and there was me just surviving on peanuts. 

“J stayed with Reading for two years and 
always trained with them even when I played 
with Slough in the Conference League for one 
season. 

“J Jearnt a lot at Reading and with Eddie 
Niedzwiecki (the former Chelsea and Welsh 
goalkeeper) at the club 1 was developing my 
game each week.

“Reading offered me a contract but I couldn’t 
get a work visa, 

Before leaving Britain Lahiff travelled to

AFTER HUMILIATING BRITS 


NORWAY was ready to pack its bags for the World Cup fin- 
als after outclassing England 2-0 in a qualifying tie. 

Goals by Oeyvind Leon Hardsen and Lars Bohinen each side of 
halftime devastated England and boosted Norway's tally to 11 points at the top of 
European Group Two. 

England remained second but has played one game more and now looks unlikely 
to make the trip to the United States next year. The Netherlands and Poland, one 
point behind and also with matches in hand, are poised to overhaul them. 

‘Norway was able to celebrate a repeat of its 1981 World Cup qualifying victory 
over England and the group two draw at Wembley last October. 

Its humiliated opponent was left to contemplate the near-impossible demands of 
an away triumph over the classy Dutch to remain in contention. 

Even the English fans, who shamed their country witha riot in Oslo 24 hours ear- 
lier, applauded Norway for the way they completely outplayed England’s bold but 
misconstrued line-up in the Ullevaal Stadium. 

Norway coach Egil Olsen said: “England are not known for giving up before the 
whistle sounds, but that is what they did. 

“We are very close (to qualifying), but we still have four tough matches to go.” 

England counterpart Graham Taylor said: “I am shocked because the perfor- 
mance was way below what is expected and whatis required. It will leave many peo- 
pleat home angry and frustrated. 

“We gave away everything, it's the manner of losing that is the disappointing aspect.” 

Taylor dropped Liverpool veteran John Barnes and made three other changes af- 
ter Saturday's 1-1 draw in Poland. 

But there was too much inexperience, no clear understanding and key Norwegian

awkner’s crucial win at Brunswick Juventus over a month ago 
might well have marked a turing point in the season for the Ken 
Murphy coached side,

premiership soccer with all-conquering North Geelong last time out, 
“Pender is an NSL class player, ! really believe that," says Murphy;"Chris 
is determined to prove himself.” Bothivell has been savaging lower 
Teague defences for a couple of years until Murphy picked him up for ‘93 
and he's continuing the job in top company, “I don’t know how he

The press did not like the idea and 
neither did the fans. 

But Panagoulias also brought in some 
very young talented players who now 


form the backbone and the future of the 
Greek team. 

Panagoulias can now plan confidently 
ahead to meeting the likes of Germany 
and Brazil in America. 

Panagoulias said: “The new Greek 
league should start earlier to give the 
team more time to prepare, and strong 
friendlies will be arranged. 

“There is the need for total 
commitment and guidance for the new 
talent. This team is working for the 
future of Greek football and idols and 
heroes will be created. 

“People may think that I am over- 
doing it but I classify our success as one 
of the biggest sporting achievements of 
this century,” 

‘The Greek FA is going to give each 
player $6,000 as a bonus for the draw in 
Russia, 

The FA president Kostas Trivellas 
said: “Iam enjoying one of the happiest 
moments of my life. 

“We have convinced the most 
pessimistic people that We are on the 
Tight track.”

Substitute Berd Hobsch scored twice to help Werder Bremen beat defending champions VIB 
Stuttgart 3-0 away and win the German First Division championship on Saturday, 

Ina title race that went to the final day, Bremen ended one point clear of Bayem, who battled

Bayem got off to a bad start when a 30-metre shot by Ingo Anderbruegge gave Schalke the 
Jead in the fourth minute. 

Mehmet Scholl equalised midway through the half but 10 minutes later Schalke were back in 
front. 

Lothar Matthaeus equalised again for Bayern in the 74th minute and Dutchman Jan Wouters 
put them ahead two minutes later, 

But Borodjuk killed off Bayem’s title hopes with his second goal four minutes from time, 

“We had everything to win and nothing to lose on the final day,” said Bremen coach Otto 
Rehhagel. “It was a sheer soccer wonder.” 

Bremen had snatched the Bundesliga leadership from Bayem on a goal difference of just one 
Jast Saturday. 

“We are naturally all depressed,” Baye coach Erich Ribbeck said. “We gave it all we had, 
‘but we got nothing for free this season.” 

Bochum, who have struggled for 22 years in the Bundesliga, were finally relegated along with 
Saarbruecken and Bayer Uerdingen, but not without a fight.

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NEVER in the history of 
European football have so many 
foreigners dominated the elite 
leagues, 

As the 1992-3 season draws to 
a close, a staggering 500 
imported players will be leaving 
for home, 

A survey of the clubs shows a 
fascinating pattern, with each of 
them having a particular 
preference for certain 
nationalities. Europe’s colonial 
past has left its mark on several 
nations including Portugal where 
nearly half of the First Division's 
87 foreign players are Brazilian, 

‘The historical links between 
the two nations have left a 
common language and cultural 
similarities that make a 
Portuguese club the natural 
destination for players such as 
Aloisio of Porto and Mozer of 
Benfica, 


COLONIES 


In fact, the transition into 
Portuguese football for 


Brazilians and players from. 
other former colonies became 
so easy that in 1989 the national 
football federation was forced to 
pass a new law. Up until then, 
footballers from an ex-colony 
were considered “indigenous” 
and not counted as foreigners. 

‘The 1989 change ensured that 
anyone born outside Portugal 
was registered a foreign player, 
and set a limit of six imports to 
each team. 

The colonial trend continues 
in Belgium and the Netherlands. 

This past season, 12 players 
from Zaire performed in 
Belgium’s top division, while 
just across the border, Dutch 
clubs are consistantly on the 
look-out for new talent from 
Surinam. 

The small South American 
country, formerly Dutch 
Guyana, only became 
independent in 1975, and has 
already given the Netherlands 
Ruud Gullit and Frank Rijkaard. 

Any player bom in Surinam 
can choose Dutch citizenship if

he wishes and many young 
footballers take —_ that 
opportunity in the hope of 
emulating the two stars of the 
‘Netherlands national side. 
Sometimes the issue of who 
moves where can depend on 
more dramatic circumstances. 
‘The most striking example is 
in the Croatian league where 35 
of the 43 foreign players are 
Bosnians displaced by the war in 
Bosnia-Herzogovina. 


RESTRICTIONS 


The Croatian Sports 
Federation have waived all usual 
testrictions on foreign imports 
of Bosnians. 

The footballing refugees have 
been guaranteed at least five 
more years in Croatia with no 
questions asked, 

The Bosnian league, for 
obvious reasons, has been shut 
down. 

Other factors influencing the 
different preferences of foreign 


climate, temperament and style 
of play. 

English football has been a 
magnet for Scandinavian players 
attracted by the fast-paced, 
physical nature of the game in 
Britain. 

Seventeen of the 43 foreign 
professionals currently playing in 
the Premier League come from 
Norway, Denmark and Sweden. 

One of them, Danish 
international goalkeeper Peter 
Schmeichel, has just become a 
league champion with 
Manchester United. 

Finally, there is the price 
factor — because who goes 
where depends on how much the 
buyer can afford to pay. 

Italy is in the most powerful 
force in the European football 
market. Only Italian clubs have 
the cash to import the best 
players from the Dutch and 
German leagues. 

‘The rest are left to establish 
their own comers of the market 
through connections of history,
